HERE’S  HOW 

THE  STRIPES  LINE  UP

lien  you  select  a  pattern  for  striped  fabric,  choose 
one  with  simple  lines  and  let  the  stripes  add  their 
design.  Play  with  the  pattern  pieces  on  the  fabric  and 
decide  how  to  dramatize  the  stripes.  It  could  be  at 
center  front  or  each  side  of  the  center  —  perhaps  the 
tab,  collar  or  pockets  can  accent  the  lines. 

Where  you  want  the  stripes  to  be  matched  on  two 
adjoining  pattern  pieces,  lay  out  one  piece  and  trace 
the  stripes  along  the  seam  line.  Place  the  other  pat¬ 
tern  piece  over  it.  match  notches  and  trace  stripes 
again.  Match  the  markings  to  stripes  when  you  lay¬ 
out  pattern  pieces.  Don't  forget,  you  will  need  extra  yardage  for  stripes. 

If  you  have  unbalanced  vertical  stripes  (the  stripes 
on  each  side  of  the  center  one  are  different)  and  want 
to  balance  left  and  right  sides  of  a  garment,  front  and 
hack  pieces  must  have  a  center  seam  or  opening.  Fold 
fabric  as  in  figure  a.  Add  seam  allowance  if  pattern 
piece  is  designed  to  he  laid  on  a  lengthwise  fold. 

It  doesn't  matter  whether  there  is  a  center  seam  or 
opening  if  you  have  unbalanced  horizontal  stripes.  Fold 
fabric  as  in  figure  b  so  that  right  and  left  sides  of  the 
garment  will  match.  All  pattern  pieces  should  he  laid 
out  with  the  tops  pointing  in  one  direction.

HERE’S  HOW 


Iff  ool  jersey  does  itself  proud  in  this  sheath  and 
the  sewing  problems  are  minimized  by  the  uncut 
waistline,  the  straight  lines.  If  you  want  to  line  the 


skirt  back  with  firm  cotton  or  taffeta  (waistline 


casing  should  be  of  the  same  fabric)  use  dress  pattern 
piece  and  cut  lining  above  lower  edge  of  casing 
line,  and  shorter  than  hem  fold  line.  Baste  top  edge 
and  sides  of  lining  to  dress  back.  Handle  as  one 
piece  in  construction.  Turn  skirt  hem  over  lining. 

To  sew  jersey,  set  machine  for  a  shorter  than-average 
stitch  and  use  medium  tension.  Stretch  fabric 
slightly  as  you  stitch.  Sew  seam  tape  along  the 
shoulder  seams  to  keep  it  from  stretching. 


2  Cotton  comes  forth  for  spring  in  a  loosely- 
woven  floral  print.  On  this  and  other  similar 


fabrics,  finish  the 
seam  edges  so  they 
will  not  ravel.  You 
can  do  this  with  a 
zig-zag  machine  or 
you  can  bind  the  edges 
with  lightweight 
cotton  as  in  figure  a. 

To  eliminate  bulk, 


don't  turn  under  the  raw  edge  of  the  binding  on 
the  wrong  side  of  the  seam  allowance. 


3  Silk  is  another  fine  idea  and  it's  very  easy 
to  handle  in  this  simple  design.  For  a  smoother 
fit,  smoother  sewing,  too.  you  should  line  the  entire 
body  of  the  dress  with  a  very  lightweight  but  firm 
cotton.  Use  the  dress  pattern  to  cut  lining 
but  cut  it  off  at  the  hem  fold  line.  Match  lining 
pieces  to  dress  pieces  and  handle  as  one  in 
constructing  the  garment.

The  new  iron-on  interfacings  that  are  now  available  help 
give  a  professional  finish  to  the  small  detailed  areas  of 
a  garment,  that  are  so  often  the  tell-tale  points  of  dress¬ 
making.  You'll  discover  these  fabrics  are  easy  to  apply 
and  can  be  used  in  many  places. 


These  non-woven.  lightweight 
interfacings  are  not  meant 
to  solve  all  interfacing 
problems  —  for  large 
areas  and  some  fabrics, 
you  will  need  other 
types  and  weights. 

The  opposite  sketch 
gives  you  an  idea  of  where 
you  can  use  this  type  of  fabric. 

Because  it  fuses  with  the  outer  fabric,  it  stabilizes  knits  and 
loosely  woven  fabrics  so  tliey  don't  stretch  or  fray.  For  sewing 
curved  edges,  you  can  draw  the  shape  right  on  the  interfacing, 
cut  it,  and  iron  it  on  the  outer  fabric  —  you  have  a  precise 
folding  or  stitching  line.  For  zipper  placket  —  just  iron  a  strip  to 
the  wrong  side  of  the  outer  fabric  at  placket  edge  and  sew 
in  zipper  as  usual.  And  a  patch  of  this  ironed  on  ft)r  buttonholes 
eliminates  fraying,  makes  it  easy  to  mark  and  easier  to  sew. 

llse  a  flat,  firm  pressure  on  the  intn  —  don’t  push  back  and 
forth  when  you  apply  the  interfacing.  Your  iron 
should  be  set  at  the  temperature  for  the  outer  fabric. 

Allow  the  interfaced  area  to  co«d  and  set.

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HERE’S  HOW 

TO  HEM  YOUR  SKIRT 

Different  fabrics  require  a  different  finish  for  the  hem 

To  prepare  a  hem,  mark  your  skirt  length,  turn  under  at  this  line  and 

press  a  crease.  Measure  an  even  depth  for  the  hem  from  this  fold 

and  trim  edge.  To  eliminate  hulk  of  seam  allowance,  trim  Vs"  from  edge 

lo  hem  fold.  To  reduce  the  excess  fullness  of  the  edge 

(if  machine  stitching  is  required)  sew  Vi”  from  edge,  about  10  stitches 

})er  inch.  Pin  hem  and  pull  up  the  ease  thread  to  fit  skirt 

or  pull  up  a  stitch  here  and  there  if  there  isn't  much  fullness. 

SUp-stitched  hem  for  firmly- 
icovcn  cotton,  silk,  or  rayon  of 
light  or  medium  tveight. 

Turn  under  raw  edge  and  stitch 
—  this  is  your  ease  thread. 

Slip  stitch  in  place. 


Scam-taped  hem  for  heavy 
tveight  fabrics  and  fabrics  that 
ravel.  Stitch  tape  from  edge. 
Pull  up  this  stitching  to  fit  and 
blind-hem  to  skirt.  For  flared  skirts 
ease  stitch,  pull  up  to  fit,  then 
sew  on  tape. 


Tailor's  hem  for  heavy,  firmly- 
uoven  tcoolens  and  jerseys.  Stitch 
and  pink  edge.  Baste  hem  1"  from 
edge.  Pull  up  stitching  and  steam 
shrink.  Turn  edge  back  and 
catch  to  skirt  —  a  stitch  in  under¬ 
side  of  hem.  then  one  in  skirt. 


Catch-stitched  hem  for  tcoolens  or 
heavy  fabrics  where  no  tape  is 
desired  such  as  lined  coat  hems  and 
infants  garments.  Work  from  left  to 
right.  Loosely  catch  one  thread  in 
hem.  right  to  left,  then  one  in  skirt. 


Double  fold  hem  for  sheer  fabrics. 
When  measuring  hem  depth,  allow 
twice  the  depth.  Fold  raw  edge 
to  marked  skirt  length,  then  fold 
again  and  slip-stitch  in  place. 


Machine  blind-stitched  hem  for 
medium  weight,  firmly-woven  cottons. 
Turn  under  raw  edge  and  stitch. 

Turn  up  hem.  Fold  skirt  back  about 
Vs"  from  stitched  edge  and  pin.  Catch 
this  fold  every  few  stitches  as  you  sew 
along  extended  stitched  edge.

Follow  diagram  measurements  to  cut  your  hat.  If  fabric  is 
lightweight,  cut  two  crowns  as  shown.  Make  cording  strip  and 
.sew  it  around  edge  of  crown.  Fold  side  and  brim  piece  in  half 
lengthwise  and.  on  wrung  side,  mark  this  fold.  Now  join  the 
short  ends  —  this  is  center  back.  Turn  under  one  raw  edge  of 
this  piece  \'y  and  stitch.  Fold  this  edge  to  meet  lengthwise 
fold  mark  and  sew  along  edge,  allowing  an  o|)ening  at  center 
hack  to  insert  ela.stic.  Sew  ^'4”  toward  bdd  for  casing.  Insert 
elastic  and  securely  knot  the  ends  —  about  2"  of  elastic  has 
been  allowed  for  knot.  Sew  casing  closed.  Gather  other  raw 
edge  to  fit  crown  and  sew  it  to  crown.  Now  experiment  with 
trims  —  buttons  or  bows,  band  or  flowers  —  it's  your  creation.
